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A Word About 
ROSES 


Although the most beautiful of flowers in 
all stages of development when properly selec- 
ted, planted and cared for, the Rose will not 
attain any degree of perfection unless given 
proper attention throughout the changing sea- 
sons, but will respond only in ratio to the at- 
tention given them at the proper time. 


SELECTION—In selecting your plants it 
is advisable to buy from an established, repu- 
table nursery, thereby securing plants which 
are true to name, two-year old, FIELD GROWN 
plants. We emphasize FIELD GROWN inas- 
much as quantities of BENCH GROWN hot- 
house plants from florist greenhouses are of- 
fered each season at reduced prices. In addition 
to being less hardy such plants have been forced 
for cut-flower purposes and literally “bloomed 
to death” by the time they are offered the 
unsuspecting public. They sometimes ‘give 
service for a few months but seldom survive 
the first severe winter. Also avoid the third- 
grade plants offered in pretty packages by the 
five-and-ten and department stores if you wish 
results. 


LOCATION—Select if possible a position 
where the plants will not receive the reflected 
or deflected rays of the sun from walls, fences 
or walks. Never plant close to south or west 
side of foundation or wall. Also avoid shady 
positions but choose a sunny location with suf- 
ficient air drainage. 


PLANTING—When plants are received see 
that they are fresh and plump and keep the 
roots moist while out of the ground. Dig holes 
larger than necessary and, unless using new

soil, keep top soil separate for use in direct 
contact with the roots when planting. Set plants 
so that junction of lower branches will be an 
inch or two below the surface. After filling 
hole about three-fourths, pour in sufficient 
water to thoroughly settle the soil about the 
roots. After water settles finish filling hole 
and mound soil around branches to a height of 
five or six inches to prevent drying of the limbs 
while roots are becoming established. Cut bran- 
ches back to mound surface and keep soil moist 
for eight or ten days when it may gradually be 
removed. 


CULTIVATION—Make a shallow depres- 
sion around the plant and apply sufficient water 
When dry 
enough, soil should then be cultivated to form 
a moisture retaining mulch. A thorough water- 
ing every six to eight days is usually sufficient. 


INSECT PESTS—Aphis may be controlled 
by dipping infected parts in nicotine solution, 
(Black Leaf 40, 1 teaspoon to a half gallon of 
water). For leaf-hoppers dust with sulphur dust 
or Cynogas powder when the air is still. Rose 
leaf-roller and slugs are leaf eating and require 
arsenate of lead in ratio of one ounce to 114 
gal. of water. For rose chafers and beetles 
the most satisfactory method of control is to 
destroy by hand, altho the arsenate spray has 
some effect when sweetened. For mildew, dust 
with sulphur dust or spray with potassium 
sulphide one-third ounce to one gal. water.

WINTER CARE—Protect during winter 
by covering with leaves, straw or litter or bank 
up with soil for eight or ten inches, preferably 
after the ground is well frozen. After danger 
of severe spring frosts is past remove banked- 
up soil and cut branches back to six or eight 
inches. 
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
